CONDITIONS FOR THE HUNT CUP 


Last week’s Maryland Hunt Cup proved once again the tremend- 
ous drawing power and popular appeal of a race purely for the sport 
involved. The day brought out 12 starters and illustrated once again 
the ability of a good Thoroughbred to run and jump over timber 
obstacles ranging from 4’ 9” down to 3’ 9”. There were more falls 
than usual, although this could be credited to the fast pace and the 
fact that Jester’s Moon, the eventual winner under the extremely 
able handling of William Dixon was just 2-2/5 seconds off the course 
record. 

It did show, too, that as the popularity of The Maryland grows 
with the years the committee of Maryland horsemen have a real job 
before them in maintaining the standard of the race set by those early 
foxhunters, who first gathered to race their hunters across country. 
The sporting tradition of this event calls for a horse capable of going 
a distance over the biggest and stiffest fences any country affords. 
In the maintenance of the quality of the horses, it is interesting to 
recall remarks made by the greatest Maryland rider of all, Jervis 
Spencer, Jr., who in 1939 told Humphrey Finney that having either 
ridden in or watched every Maryland since 1896 save one when he 
was in the hospital, “That there were as many high class horses run- 
ning in the race 20 years ago as there are today (1939), many of 
which gave a good account of themselves in good company on the big 
tracks on the flat and over timber.” 

Like the majority of Maryland horsemen in whose responsibility 
lies the future of America’s greatest sporting horse race, Mr. Spencer 
did not wish to see any change in the present set up of the race, which 
is considered ideal from a truly sporting standpoint. But even the 
most farsighted of the early Maryland sportsmen, who first conceiv- 
ed this affair could not have imagined the immense appeal winning 
The Maryland would hold for horsemen far beyond Maryland boun- 
daries. The danger of too many horses competing who might not 
be qualified and whose owners raced only for the glory of having a 
Maryland entry without sufficient regard for the quality of the 
animal was not one probably considered by the founders of the con- 
test. 

This year as there have been in the past, there were a number of 
falls. Two of these were directly the result of horses that had not 
qualified themselves to race either in the company or over the course. 
One had never been raced under rules over either brush or timber 
before this year and his first start over timber this season resulted in 
a bad fall. Another had had a most unfortunate season falling at the 
first fence in his first start this year, which was over brush, causing 
serious injury to his rider. 

The years have proven it takes all kinds to make a thee out of 
The Maryland and the race has probably been won by more real bona 
fide hunters than any other race over jumps at a large fiunt meeting. 
On the other hand too many good hunters have run badly over The 
Maryland for the fact to be overlooked that horses to compete suc- 
cessfully must have had racing experience at speed. Without such 
experience they cause undue danger not only to themselves and their 
riders but to other horses better qualified than themselvs. 

The Hunt Cup was primarily a race for Maryland landowners, 
who foxhunted around the Green Spring and Worthington Valleys. 
As such these men have always known that should they wish to enter 
a horse, the Hunt Cup committee would of necessity be forced to 
admit them. The committee must consider, however, the race from 
its world wide reputation, from the imprint it has upon sport and 
from its responsibility to other owners who come from all over the 
country. For this reason horses which go in The Maryland should be 
qualified and be acceptable to the committee just as are owners and 
riders. ; 

There has never been written into the conditions of The Hunt 
Cup that the entries should have successfully competed over a given 
number of timber races but it might well insure in years to come a 
higher standard of entries. The ideal background of a Maryland 
entry would be that ofa hunting horse, but a hunter without at least 
a year’s experience of racing over timber is an inexperienced and 
dangerous ride in The Maryland. Horsemen can no doubt quote 
many examples of hunters that have gone The Maryland without 
previous racing experience, but too many bad falls result from inex- 
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perience for this factor not to be taken into consideration in accept- 


ing entries for this greatest American sporting classic. 


The race de- 


mands the best timber horses in the country and The Maryland com- 
mittee should be assisted by every racing privilege in insuring that 
only the best race for The Hunt Cup.

Jester’s Moon and Mr. W. H. Dixon 
Win In Near Record Time

Thoughts of the Maryland Hunt 
Cup always bring to mind the fam- 
ous 3rd and 13th jumps. This year 
the five brand new, freshly stained 
rails at the 13th had spectators beat- 
ing a path across the field before 
the horses went postward for the 
the 55th annual running of the 
Maryland Hunt Cup at Glyndon, Md. 
on April 28. Some chins couldn't 
rest on the top rail and the taller 
species of the human race again con- 
sulted their programs to see which 
horses would be headed toward that 
jump after a turn of the course. 

There is always an air of suspense 
and tension in the paddock as the 
horses are led around prior to ‘‘Sad- 
dle up’’“and ‘“‘All riders up’’. This 
past week-end was no exception and 
while anxious owners and trainers 
made last minute check-ups, cameras 
were clicking and there was no end 
of speculation as to which horse was 
going to finish where. / 

All comments and remarks were 
quickly brought to a head when the 
horses left the paddock to parade 
to the starting point. This year 12 
went postward and as was to be 
expected, everyone was watching Mr. 
D. M. Smithwick and Mrs. William 
J. Clothier’s Pine Pep. The chestnut 
gelding which had won the Mary- 
land Hunt Cup in 1949 and 1950, 
was out for a third straight victory 
and retirement of the challenge cup 
presented by Mr. and Mrs. J. W. Y. 
Martin. If the winning rider retired 
the cup, Mike would have done so 
last year as he chalked up a victory 
on Peterski in 1947, the first year 
the cup was put in competition. How- 
ever, the horses have to do the win- 
ning, so it was Pine Pep’s day in 
the field. 

Outriders moved along quietly and 
the horses began their trip toward 
the starter, some of them jogging, 
some cantering slowly and some 
acting a bit undecided but not giving 
their riders too much trouble. There 
was no delay at the start and while 
the actual start was not visible from

the hillside, in just a matter of se- 
conds, Owner-rider Mr. Jay K. Secor 
appeared at the head of the field 
on his Bomber, followed by Pine 
Pep, Mr. A. A. Brown. on P. -T. 
Cheff’s Friar’s Melody and Mr. W. 
H. Dixon riding Mrs. John Straw- 
bridge, Jr.’s Jester’s Moon to become 
the early leader. Over the 2nd jump 


Bomber appeared to be a bit uncer- 
tain which panel he would jump but 
he retained his lead ahead of Miss 
Laura Franklin’s Roxspur 
Mr. C. Jackson up.

Spain, Free State, and Pantecon were the only ones the photographer missed. 


Hagadorn’s Amalgo really came a 
smasher and this rider didn’t get up. 
The third and last to go down was 
Mr. Daniel B. Brewster on _ his 
Bachelor's Double and luck was 
riding with them, they were all 
right. Mr. Hugh J. O’Donovan on 
Mrs. B. H. Griswold III’s Pantecon 
was caught about in the middle of 
the fray and after the race he was 
still wondering how the pair of 
them ever got through. The Old 
Dominion’s hope in the race, Mrs. 
Norman K. Toerge’s Free State with 
Mr. Douglas R. Small up, really zig- 
zagged through fallen horses and 
riders to get himself clear. 


Bomber stretched out as he raced 
toward the 4th but Mr. Brown, who 
had been checking Friar’s Melody 
behind the leader because of the 
pace setter’s uncertainty as to a 
panel selection, came up on even 
terms with Mr. Secor and upon land- 
ing over the 4th, sent the Mid-West 
hunt meeting circuit representative 
to the front. Around the turn and 


ed up a 3-length gap with Roxspur 
now running 2nd, Bomber 3rd and 
Jester's Moon 4th. Over the 7th 
the order of the first 5 was the same 
but Mr. Eugene Weymouth was 6th 
on Mrs. Louis C. Ledyard’s Carolina 
as Free State hit hard, throwing Mr. 
Small up on his neck and the reins 
went over Free State’s head and 
were all on one side. Just to make 
things a little more difficult, the 
bridle had slipped over one ear and 
had it not been for the way the hor- 
se stayed right in position, not gal- 
loping off the course, his race would 
have been over. However, Mr. Small 
was able to lean forward, adjust the 
bridle and get his reins back into 
position before going over the 8th. 


Once again Bomber surged to the 
front at the 8th with Friar’s Melody 
dropping back to 2nd ahead of Rox- 
spur and Jester’s Moon. Bunched 
behind them were Our Hobo, Free 
State and Carolina. The leaders 
were strung out after the 8th but 
Mr. Dixon hustled up Jester’s Moon

over the tanbark and the riders set- 
tled themselves for the big 3rd. The 
crowd by the jump waited expectant- 
ly to see how the field of 12 would 
fare—Bomber over—Roxspur over— 
Friar’s Melody over—Jester’s Moon 
over—but stopping now to record 
the toll of the jump, W. B. Howard, 
Jr..s Spain and Mr. Robert Hale 
were down, the horse getting up 
quickly and cantering off on 3 legs. 
He made a circle and in coming to- 
ward the jump, he was caught by H. 
Stewart Treviranus, a visitor from 
Toronto. His leg was broken at the 
elbow. Mr. Paul Fout and E. W.

into the 5th, Friar’s Melody began 
to settle down after the strenuous 
rating he had had to undergo in the 
early stages. He jumped with ease 
over the 5th, followed by Bomber, 
Roxspur, Jester’s Moon and Mr. John 
Hannum III on Mrs. Hannum’s Our 
Hobo. Our Hobo made his initial 
outing in The Maryland Hunt Cup 
in 1948 when he came a cropper at 
the 13th; in 1949 he finished 3rd 
and last year he finished 2nd so 
there were a lot of hopes riding with 
him this time. 

Uphill and around a beacon and to 
the 6th and Friar’s Melody had open- 





to jump behind Bomber over the 
9th and Mr. Small was moving up 
steadily with Free State. It was 
still Bomber over the 10th but Free 
State was right behind him, Jester’s 
Moon 38rd and Carolina 4th. Free 
State was running and jumping eas- 
ily and forged ahead to gain the lead 
as the field went winging toward the 
11th. The Old Dominion hopeful 
took this one in stride but Bomber 
fell.

Midwest Hunt Meetings Get Off 
To Fine Start At Tryon, N. C.; 
Block House ‘Chase To Prairie Imp 





Long Leaf Pine 


Prairie Imp, the 11-year-old geld- 
ing belonging to David Cummings of 
Washington, Illinois, took command 
of the 5 horse Block House Steeple- 
chase field when the flag fell and 
did not relinquish his lead over the 
about two mile course. The winner 
of the annual Tryon, N. C. (April 
21) feature was ridden by amateur 
rider Tom Oliver and was chased 
home by Dr. John Youman’s Storm 
Hour who, under a determined ride 
by Mr. A. D. Plamondon, kept the 
winning margin to 2 lengths. A 
length further back was owner-rider 
Mr. Austin Brown on Foxy Poise 
who was giving the first 2 horses 4 
pounds under the Midwest Hunt 
Racing Association’s rider penalty 
rule whereby each win over jumps 
from the previous season costs 2 
pounds up to a total of 6 pounds. 
Under this same rule the first 2 
horses were giving the balance of 
the field 2 pounds, these being 
Byron Hilliard’s Virginia Ranzi with 
Jockey Pat Murphy up and Calvin 
Houghland’s Gallant Wind with Mr. 
Charles Jelke up. The latter was 
showing an even effort for the first 
mile and had begun to improve her 
position when Mr. Jelke lost an iron 
and pulled up two fences later. Vir- 
ginia Ranzi was never far from the 
pace and over the 7th brush was 
closing but a rough landing cost him 
ground and apparently a little short 
in this first outing of the year, he 
could not catch the front horses. 

The co-featured North Carolina 
Hunt Cup, an about 3 mile timber 
test, scratched down from an ori- 
ginal 6 to 4 horses but proved to be 
one of the best contests of the 6 
race card. Carlo Paterno’s Captain 
Windmill with his usual _ rider 
Carlyle Cameron in the saddle and 
Dennis Murphy’s Dairyman made all 
of the front running with Lina Mc- 
Connoll’s Happy Quest. Mr. C. Jelke, 
and John Clippenger’s Elena, Mr. 
Tom Oliver, in hot pursuit. Dairy- 
man, under a mosf capable.ride by 
Jockey Pat Murphy, appeared to 
have a slight advantage over Captain 
Windmill as these two locked up 
head and head most of the way. 








However, Captain Windmill, run-

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ning in his usual style, was improv- 
ing with every fence and the crowd 
was keen with excitement because 
here was a real horse race. Dairy- 
man was running and jumping the 
big timber fences like a stake horse 
over hurdles and Captain Windmill 
was hanging onto him every inch of 
the way. ' 

Five fences from home where the 
log coup crosses the creek Dairyman 
appeared to hurt himself on landing 
but it was still a horse race as the 
game Milkman gelding locked heads 
again going up the hill last time 
around. Three fences from home he 
opened a length on Captain Wind- 
mill but it was now apparent that 
he had been badly hurt at the creek 
and that each stride was a painful 
effort. He raced evenly with Captain 
Windmill over the last two fences as 
the pace, which had been fast all the 
way, became faster, but Captain 
Windmill pulled away after-the last 
fence to win by 2 lengths. Later 
owner-trainer Murphy discovered 
that Dairyman had fractured a bone 
in his right front leg. Third best was 
Elena followed by Happy Quest. 

The March Hare, 2 miles over 
brush for non-winners over brush, 
brought out 6 starters and unfor- 
tunately 5 of them cut a flag ap- 
proaching the first fence with Mr. 
Austin Brown on P. T. Cheff’s *Moot 
the only rider to follow the correct 
course. Charles Pierce’s Boo Tip ran 
near the front all the way with Mr. 
Tom Oliver in the saddle doing a 
splendid job of riding and at the 
final fence pulled away to outrace 
her field to the wire by 1 1-2 
lengths. She was ahead -of the offi- 
cial winner, *Moot, followed by 
Carlo Paterno’s Errolford which had 
run in the 3rd slot most of the way. 
*Moot had slowly improved from 
last where she had found herself 
after taking the correct course. 
Boonesboro, with Mr. R. E..L. Wil- 
son 3rd up, ran a convincing’ race on 
the front end but faded in the final 
turn of the field. Convincing, a first 
time starter, ridden by Jockey 
Eugene Wilburn, showed a good ef- 
fort as did Melissa ridden by Mr. 
Jerry Mayer but the later two were 
unable to get to the front at any 
time. It was most gratifying to see 
Mr. Wilson and Mr. Mayer, two new 
amateurs, in competition and the 
new jockey, Eugene Wilburn. 

Mrs. M. Walsh's *Marshland 2nd, 
ridden by Michael Walsh, Jr., out- 
raced a good field on the flat to win 
the 6-furlong Tryon by 4 lengths.

Dr. John Youman’s Brierless Rose, 
Eugene Wilburn up, was 2nd after 
racing with the winner and the 3rd 
horse most of the way. The 3rd horse 
was Mrs. C. W. Brown’s Jumping 
Jack a length behind Brierless Rose.

Arthur Reynolds’ 
and Gordon Wright’s new purchase 
Fanfaron, with Miss Sally Hines up 
was 2nd and Carter P. Brown’s Pine 
Grove ridden by Miss Ann Hines was 
3rd. This was such a closely match- 
ed field of horses that the bréak 
determined the outcome with no 
change in position from start to fin- 
ish, despite the fact that the girls 
were doing their usual job of hard 
riding. 

Miss Jane Gagnier’s Blue Ginger 
with Ronnie Ross up won The Paco- 
let Plate, a 3-8 mile event for child- 
ren who have not reached their 17th 
birthday. 

From all indications Midwest 
steeplechasing is now off to its best 
season so far. There are new owners, 
new riders and new horses in com- 
petition and the quality of racing 
has again stepped up a notch. It is 
interesting and gratifying to watch 
the progress each year.

Brandywine Stable’s Cochise Scores In 
Gray Lag Over Ferd and Country Delight; 
Growing Up Closes In Correction’ Cap

The most expensive meals consum- 
ed over last week-end were eaten by 
Oliver Eric Guerin, of Maringouin, 
La. Guerin had the mount on County 
Delight, from the Rokeby Stables of 
Paul Mellon, in the Grey Lag Handi- 
cap, and the horse was assigned 113 
pounds. Guerin weighed out two 
pounds overweight, so that County 
Delight actually carried 115 pounds. 
By rule of thumb handicapping, two 
pounds makes a difference of approxi- 
mately a length at distances approxi- 
mating a mile, and the Grey Lag was 
at a mile and a furlong. County De- 
light was beaten a head and a neck— 
a very short neck, too—for all the 
money, and got $2,500 for third in- 
stead of $19,700 for first. If you as- 
sume that weight makes any differ- 
ence at all, you have to put him first 
under 113 pounds. 

The race drew only seven starters, 
but it was an unusual handicap in 
that six of the seven were handicap- 
ped within a range of seven pounds, 
from 119 to 126. For the entire dis- 
tance it was a question of whether 
Brandywine’s Cochise could catch 
Mrs. Andy Schuttinger’s Ferd, and in 
the last sixteenth it was a question of 
whether County Delight might not 
catch them both. As it turned out, 
Cochise was just up to win and Ferd 
barely salvaged second place. 

Great Circle disappointed for the 
second time in his two Eastern starts. 
Ted Atkinson said afterward that the 
Californian didn’t like the track, con- 
firming an opinion already held by 
his owner and trainer. Something 
more was also expected from Greek 
Ship and Palestinian. Greek Ship 
gave it one try in the stretch and got 
to third, then fell away to fifth, and 


Palestinian showed nothing at all. It 
was, of course, the first start of the 
year for both of them, and it was a 
rather difficult spot in which to begin. 
The remaining starter, Lotowhite, ran 
most of the way and passed only 
Palestinian in the stretch. The drive 
which got him up in the late stages 
of the Excelsior Handicap was com- 
pletely lacking, and all Arnold Kirk- 
land could say afterward was “he just 
wouldn’t run.” 

Cochise, like Brandywine’s other 
leading performer, Greek Song, was 
bred at Greentree Farm and was sold 
privately as a yearling. The expecta- 
tion was that he’d be just a nice 
horse, and as a 2-year-old he was 
hardly that, winning only one race in 
ten starts. At three he won six times, 
including the Thomas K. Lynch Me- 
morial Handicap, and earned $29,115. 
This was about as good as his owner 
or trainer had hoped for, but in 1950 
Cochise began declaring dividends all 
over the place, and at times he could 
beat anybody’s horse. He won seven 
races, including the Massachusetts 
and Sussex Handicaps, and the Sara- 
toga Cup, and after the Grey Lag 
had rung up $130,710. 

His sire is *Boswell, which won the 
St. Leger, Eclipse, and other stakes 
in England for William Woodward, 
and had previously distinguished him- 
self most in the stud by getting the 
crack sprinter, Bossuet. Cochise’s 
gray coat comes from his dam, the 
*Royal Minstrel mare, Ne:w Pin, which 
won four races and had produced six 
other winners, including the minor 
stakes winner, South Dakota. He is 
getting lighter in color as he gets 
older, and he is a spectacularly hand- 
some horse. As I was looking at him

in Camden just before he shipped 
north, his trainer, Buddy Raines, re- 
marked, “If I had a handful of melted 
horseflesh, I wouldn’t know where to 
put it on him.” 

I suppose it’s second guessing, but 
the betting which made Next Move 
the strong favorite for the Correction 
Handicap seemed to me singularly un- 
informed. The filly had had a rigor- 
ous campaign of twenty-three starts, 
beginning last spring and extending 
through March 3, when she ran sec- 
ond to Moonrush in the mile and a 
quarter Santa Anita Handicap. She 
likes distance, and her best race last 
year was in the Ladies’ Handicap at 
a mile and a half, under 120 pounds. 
When she came back, after nearly 
two months of rest, at six furlongs, 
Trainer Bill Winfrey was obviously 
starting over with her, and even with- 
out the 128 pounds she had to carry,, 
it was inconceivable that she should 
be at her best, or that the six fur- 
longs of the Correction was well suit- 
ed to her. 

She ran what I considered an ex- 
cellent race. She was far back early 
and got to running in the stretch, 
finishing between Miss Degree and 
Vuleania, in a dead-heat for fourth 
with the latter. In another stride she 
was third, and in another furlong 
would probably have caught the lead- 
ers. 

Until the last fifty yards it seemed 
the winner would be the $96.80 sur- 
prise, Dark Favorite, owned by Will- 
iam Ewing, father-in-law of Empire 
City’s president, James Butler. She 
also trained at Camden last winter 
and evidently improved, for after 


weakening a little at the end of her 
first start, she had won her next race 
nicely. 

She led nearly all the way in the 
Correction, but after holding what 
seemed a safe lead into the last Six- | 
teenth, couldn’t be kept going, and 
Growing Up, from Major Albert War- 
ner’s Warbern Stable, beat her a 
length. Growing Up had got into 
trouble on the far turn in the big 
field of fourteen, but came fast after- 
ward and closed with a nice show of 
power. 

Growing Up is another of those 
neglected yearlings which turn out to 
be top performers. She was bred in 
New Jersey by David Novick, and was 
foaled March 25, 1947. Her sire was 
Maxim, an unraced son of Boojum, 
whose oldest get were 2-year-olds 
when Growing Up was sold. Her dam, 
Macie Margaret, had raced up to six, 
and had displayed more persistence 
than class, winning seven races. 
Growing Up was her first foal. She 
came along late in the sale, and Ray 
Bryson picked her up for $1,400. 
Whether he was bidding for W. E. 
Leach’s Dickey Stable or subsequent- 
ly sold her privately is not on the 
record, but she raced for Dickey 
Stable until last February, when 
Major Warner bought her toward the 
middle of the Hialeah meeting, re- 
portedly for $20,000. She won the 
Betsy Ross Stakes at two, and though 
she had placed in other stakes, hadn’t 
won another until the Correction. She 
had started three times before for her 
new owner, winning one allowance 
race at Jamaica, and for the Correc- 
tion she got $12,550.

His sire Petee-Wrack, by *Wrack- 
Maguerite, by Celt, is, of course, a 
half-brother to Gallant Fox and 
Fighting Fox, to name the more out- 
standing of Maguerite’s produce. But 
more than that, Petee-Wrack was a 
winner of 12 races totaling $98,990. 
His stakes record includes the Tra- 
vers (1 1-4 miles), Suburban (1 1-4 
miles), Merchants’ and _ Citizens’ 
‘cap (1 3-16 miles), and many other 
“distance”’ events. He has sired the 
stakes winners Columbiana (dam of 
Ocean Wave, and Free America, and 
the stakes placing Patriotism and 
Lookout Son), Sir Emerson, and 
Red Eye to mention a few. 

Mad Hatter, maternal grandsire of 
Pine Pep, is by Fair Play—-Madcap, 
by *Rock Sand.

Reno Melody was sold on October 
21, at the Aleshire Quartermaster 
Depot, Front Royal, Virginia, and is 
out of Broadway Mary, a half-sister 
to the winner Googie, and her dam 
is a half-sister to the stakes win- 
ner New Hampshire and Ogarite.

Palatine. Roxspur raced on _ the 
tracks at 2, 3, and 4, but was a non- 
winner.

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It Happened In Australia 





A Strong Streak of the Pinkerton 
Is Turned Into Profit By An 
Alert Race Track Addict

Remarkably little is known in 
America about Australian racing, yet 
it is the closest approximation of our 
own in any other country. Short 
distances are favoured, horses are 
trained predominantly for speed, 
while Australian riding styles are 
a cross between the American crouch 
and the English long leather. This 
is the principal reason that Austral- 
jan jockeys ride so well in both 
countries. The American totalizator 
stems from an Australian invention, 
as also does one of the photo-finish 
devices. Major differences to Amer- 
ican race fans are the turf tracks, 
running both clockwise and counter- 
clockwise, the webbing method of 
starting, and, of course, the book- 
makers, with whom most of the 
wagering is transacted. Even in 
this department the layout is dif- 
ferent to the English system from 
which it was copied. In Britain, 
the Brethren of the Book set up all 
their paraphernalia of office and 
go to work in front of the stands, 
while in Australia they are relegated 
to the back, and, consequently see 
nothing at all of the race on which 
they are betting. Many of them em- 
ploy an extra member to their nor- 
mal crew of four, whose only job 
is to watch the race and then run 
hack to the boss with an accurate 
report of what has happened. As 
the leviathans of the ring cannot see 
the race, there have been, from time 
to time, many blatant attempts to 
outwit them. Particularly by astute 
citizens at some of the smaller, up- 
country tracks, which are colloquial- 
ly known as ‘‘bush meetings’’. 


I will remember an instance of 
this where I observed by chance, 
and managed to turn what I saw in- 
to profit. It all occurred at Men- 
angle Park, a pleasant enough little 


once-around-the-waterworks tracks, 
which is situated about 150 miles 
north of Sydney. The time was 
around 1929 right at the height of 
the Australian depression, when 
everyone was scrambling for peanuts 
in an attempt to keep two jumps 
ahead of the bailiff and landlord. 
It was every man for himself with 
no holds barred. Money was decid- 
edly tight, and the race was to the 
slickest. 

On this particular day, it comes 
up the last event, which, according 
to the program, consisted of a field 
of 18 starters, over a distance of 
1 1-2 miles, to be ridden by amateur 
riders. The title ‘‘amateur’’ was en- 
tirely complimentary, for the jocks 
in question were, for the most part, 
a bunch of hobbledehoy--farmerboy 
knot-head profesionals. Two-thirds 
of them would think no more of 
putting you over the rails to see 
if you would bounce, than they 
would of “riding one for the book.” 
Taken all in all, it looked to be a 
tough heat to beat and in the ordin- 
ary course of events, you couldn’t 
have persuaded me to risk good 
money on it, not even if it was 
someone else’s. Behind the stands 
the bookmakers were bellowing with 
leather-lunged persistence ‘‘even 


money Bellamy’’ ‘18 to 1 bar one, ~ 


and 100 to 6 bar four’’, so it all 
looked pretty much a_ shoo-in for 
the chalk—at least on paper. 

I was propping up the weighing 
room door post, thinking what an 
idiot I had been for coming up to 
the place at all, when up gallops the 
starter, complete in hunting-pink 
coat, black velvet cap, and mounted 
on a white cob. Now, there was 
nothing particularly unusual in that, 
because that sort of fancy dress is 
standard regalia for starters at all 


bush meetings throughout Austral- 
ia. But, what was unusual was 
to see him tether the cob to the 
unsaddling enclosure rail, enter the 
weighting room, and then proceed 
to divest himself of his scarlet coat 
and black cap, which he hung neat- 
ly on a hook, redress himself in a 
tweed jacket and ten-gallon bush- 
whacker hat, and then come out and 
go for a stroll behind the stands. 

Like all confirmed race track ad- 
dicts, I have a strong streak of the 
Pinkerton in me, and I figured that 
it was only logical that this guy 
ought to be watched, so I duly trot- 
ted along after him. He went from 
bookmaker to bookmaker and seem- 
ed to be deeply interested in inquir- 
ing about a mare named Fast Break, 
which was being freely offered at 
100 to 8. Directly I caught on to the 
general idea, I dashed up to the 
other end of the bookmakers’ line 
and started to do a little investing 
on my own account, and we both 
met in the middle. By that time 
Fast Break was a firm second fav- 
orite, at 6-1, and the chalk was be- 
ing loudly hawked at 7-4 and 2-1. 
I took one or two more bets from 
bookmakers he had already visited 
(just to make it look good) and 
then arrived back at the weighing 
room just in time to see “his nibs” 
emerge calm and resplendent in his 
John Peel raiment, remount his 
pony, and canter sedately off to 
the post. Then I looked at the pro- 
gram. I found that the starter was 
a Mr. Douglas MeCanliss. Fast Break 
was owned by a Mrs. D. McCanliss,

and was being ridden by a Mr. fan 
McCanliss, so, somehow or another 
I managed to arrive at the conclus- 
ion that the mare might conveiv- 
ably live up to her name. 

I must admit that McCanliss, pere, 
didn’t fool around with the job 
either. While most of the jocks 
were wheeling their mounts and half 
the field was turned the wrong way, 
he drummed four of them into a line, 
dropped his red flag, and shouted 
“off’. By a strange coincidence one 
of the four was Fast Break, while 
the other three were all 650-1 
chances Everyone bellowed ‘“‘false 
start’, but it seemed to be quite al- 
right with the starter, who, impervi- 
ous to all the bad language that 
was going on around him, calmly 
turned his cob and was on his way 
home across the infield. So was 
Fast Break, which however, elected 
to go by the more orthodox over- 
land and came into the straight 20 
lengths to the good, which lead she 
increased to win in a common canter. 

Father and son arrived at the 
unsaddling enclosure around the 
same time, but not by so much as a 
wink, blink or grin was their relat- 
ionship betrayed. Both of them ap- 
peared to be utterly indifferent to 
the general pandemonium of Aus- 
tralian billingsgate that was going 
on around them. The _ outraged 
chalk-players were really baying for 
blood, but nobody paid the slightest 
attention. Within a few minutes up 
went the blue flag, which, in Aus- 
tralia, signifies that the race is of-

Toronto eee 
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30th Meeting of The Middleburg Hunt 
Race Association Attended By 
Record Breaking Crowd

Wednesday (prior to the 30th 
Spring Meeting of the Middleburg 
Hunt Race Assn. at Glenwood Park 
Course, Middleburg, Va. on April 
21) was a bang up day. That was 
the only day on which horses could 
school over the course and from 
about 8:00 a. m. until noon (with a 
few more schooling that afternoon), 
one could watch as many as three 
sets on the track at one time. After 
a morning of this, one felt that per- 
haps the race meeting on Saturday 
would be somewhat of a let down. 
After all, there were horses and 
more horses; the day was perfect 
and everyone knew what a spring 
race day at Middleburg was like. 

The committee did a top job this 
year with publicity and the results 
showed early Saturday morning 
when an unbelievable day was rolled 
out and a record crowd of spectators 
took full advantage of the day. For 
the first time in many years, the 
grandstand was filled to overflowing 
but tightening up in regulations kept 
the crowd from filling up the pad- 
dock. Schooling day was running 
into tight competition as the scratch- 
es were few and the remaining start- 
ers good. In fact, the number of 
starters was such that two races had 
to be run in two divisions, giving 
the spectators an §8-race card for the 
afternoon. 

Between 1941 and 1950 the Mid- 
dleburg Hunt Cup, about 4 miles 
over timber, was run in honor of the 
late Louis Leith. This year the tim- 
ber event was shortened by a mile 
and a small field of 5 went post- 
ward. Trainer S. Watters, Jr. sad- 
dled two in Mrs. Amory S. Carhart’s 
Mister Mars and Mrs. Lewis H. Kel- 
ly’s Invulnerable. Trainer P. R. Rout 
was riding E. W. Hagadorn’s Amalgo 
and Charoton, the bay gelding which 
has won the about 5-mile trip over 
post and rails in Piedmont Hunt’s 
Rokeby Bowl for two consecutive 
years, had his owner up. Mrs. Nor- 
man K. Toerge’s colors were carried 
by Free State, a 15-year-old gelding 
which has heen relegated to the 
Orange County Hunt fields since his 
start in the Maryland Hunt Cup in 
1946. In this event he was ridden 
by Mike Smithwick and the pair was 
leading the field when they came 
down at the 19th jump. Free State 
won the Blue Ridge Hunt’s point-to- 
point this year and finished 2nd to 
Charoton in this year’s Rokeby Bowl. 

Everyone was all set to watch the 
horses enter the enclosure by the 
judges’ stand where they would be 
mounted and paraded to the post. 
The time slipped by slowly hut the 
horses could still be seen in the pad- 
dock. Finally the trouble was ex- 
plained, there wasn’t any lead pad 
for Free State and unless one show- 
ed up in a hurry, he would not be 
allowed to start. The matter was 
finally taken care of and Free State, 
which had shown an intense dislike 
for the delay by kicking Jockey O. 
A. Brown on the knee and rearing up 
to hit his head in the stall, left the 
scene in the No. 1 position. 

Starter H. Plumb had no trouble 
gettine the field lined up and Mr. 
Fout went away from the pack on 
top. The Ist iump is by the farm 
house on the hill and the 2nd is in 
the curve which then straightens out 
in front of the stands. Free State 
and Jockey Brown led over the 2nd 
jump but dropped hack to 2nd as 
Jockey J. Murphy and Invulnerable 
took over the pace in front of the 
stands. 

At the 3rd the field was well to- 
gether and Free State put in a big 
one as Invulnerable hobbled, went 
almost to his knees and lost ground. 
Out in the country the jumps are ail 
clearly visible from the stands. In- 
vulnerable’s mishap had cost him 
lengths and Mr. EK. H. Bennett mov- 
ed Mister Mars in behind the leading 
Free State with Mr. Manierre and 
Charoton 3rd. This was the order 
over the 5th. Free State was run- 
ning and iumpine easilv but never 
too far Lagk of him was Mister Mars. 

Over the jump in the corner once 
more, Free State, Mister Mars and 
Amalgo were in hunt team forma- 





tion as they came by the _ stands. 
Racing downhill, Mister Mars made 
his bid for the pace setting duties 
and he and Free State jumped the 
10th jump head and head. Apparent- 
ly Invulnerable didn’t like this jump 
because he again hit and __ lost 
ground. Free State had shaken off 
Mister Mars as he approached the 
11th but the latter was holding 2nd 
position ahead of Amalgo. 

Free State and Jockey Brown be- 
gan opening up going into the 12th 
and increased this lead over the 13th 
and 14th. Charoton and his rider 
went down at the 12th. Into the last 
jump, Jockey Brown heard Mr. Ben- 
nett and Mister Mars moving behind 
him so he asked Free State and the 
gelding was right there with him, 
making a beautiful jump. Downhill 
and into the stretch Mister Mars 
closed some ground but it was not 
enough—Free State chalked up his 
ist victory at a sanctioned meeting. 
Only Free State, Mister Mars and 
Invulnerable finished as Amalgo 
ran into the wing at the 14th and 
lost his rider. 

The Charles E. Mathers were on 
hand from the Philadelphia area and 
they arrived in good time to see Mr, 
Mather’s Avonwood chalk up a 
victory in the 1st division of The 
Glenwood, about 1 1-2 miles. Last 
year and in his outing at Richmond 
this year, Avonwood used to leave 
the starter’s flag like a shot and he 
would really cover ground. With 
Jockey J. Zimmerman up, Avonwood 
pulled his same stunt and as the 
horses alternated behind him, he 
was really tineanning around the 
course until about 12 lengths separ- 
ated him from H. §. Nichols’ *Kard- 
jar after the 4th hurdle. As Alvin 
Untermyer’s *Irish Clown came up 
over the 5th, there was still a 10- 
length gap but over the 6th and 
last, for a moment things looked a 
little rough as Avonwood went in 
deeply. He was all right and there 
was no catching him as he came on 
to win easily. Jockey O. A. Brown 
had moved up after the 5th hurdle 
on A. EF. Pew, Jr.’s *Rallywood and 
placed ahead of *Irish Clown. 

In the 2nd division of The Glen- 
wood, M. H. Dixon’s Grandgent and 
Jockey E. Phelps left first to take 
over the pace setting but they were 
soon displaced by Jockey J. Murphy 
and James F. McHugh’s Whatsinit. 
At the 3rd hurdle, Whatsinit and 
Mrs. T. A. Randolph’s Wenham 
jumped a@a pair, the former gain- 
ing a slight advantage over the 4th. 
Jockey C. V. B. Cushman kept Wen- 
ham well up behind Whatsinit and 
this 2nd division turned into a 2- 
horse race. In the final stages, Wen- 
ham was brought through on the in- 
side to win by a head as Whatsinit 
placed 4 lengths in front of Jockey 
D. Marzani on Brookmeade Stable’s 
No Stop. 

The Gerald B. Webb, Jr. Memor- 
ial which was run as a timber event 
at the Middleburg fall meeting in 
1947 and 1948 and has since been 
relegated to the hurdle ranks, had 7 
starters to try the 1 3-4 mile dis- 
tance. W. B. Cocks’ owned and train- 
ed Extra, ridden by Jockey C. V. B. 
Cushman, set out to establish the 
nace but just behind the pair was 
J. R. Dwyer’s Lively Man and Joc- 
key F. D. Adams. Lively Man drop- 
ped back as Jockey T. Field and S. 
C. Clark, Jr.’s My Good Man moved 
into 2nd position over the 6th but 
there was still 1 more hurdle to g0 
and a downhill drive into the head 
of the stretch. Jockey A. P. Smith- 
wick had been keeping Mrs. Corde- 
lia May, Jr.’s Smoky City well off 
the pace but hegan to move between 
the 6th and 7th hurdles. Smoky City 
led over the last hurdle by a nose 
with xtra 1 1-2 lengths ahead of 
My Good Man. There were still more 
changes to record before the horses 
ralloped under the wire. Smoky City 
held his lead to win but Tyson Gil- 
pin’s Furthermore, ridden by Jockey 
M. Ferral, closed strongly to place 
1-2 a length in front of Lively Man.

International Olympic Trials 





Four Nations Compete In Trials 
Held At the Badminton Estate 
Of the Duke of Beaufort

Switzerland, Holland and Ireland 
all sent horses and riders to com- 
pete at the Olympic Trials held at 
Badminton on April 18-19-20 by the 
kindness of the Duke of Beaufort 
for the third successive year. Every- 
one wondered how things would pan 
out, as the markings in the dressage 
were just that much more severe, 
and the course a shade more diffi- 
cult, in addition to the fact that this 
competition or practise for Helsinki 
was international for the first time. 

When reflecting upon the lessons 
learnt it must be remembered that 
far more nations will take part at 
the Games next year, many of them 
past masters at the all-round horse- 
manship involved, and that Badmin- 
ton this April was in many ways an 
easy trial run. 

Right up to a few days before the 
trials it was an open question whe- 
ther it would be possible to hold 
them, thanks to the appallingly wet 
winter we have endured and the 
water-logged state of the land. The 
Duke of Beaufort never wavered in 
his determination that they must 
take place and his conviction was 
well founded, as at the last moment 
sunshine and strong winds did a 
miraculous job of work. 

For all that, it was necessary to 
rebuild the cross country course 
three times—4 miles, including 30 
varied and cunning obstacles, all of 
which were of the kind that one 
might come up against during a 
day’s hunting in a good country. 
They were solid, though not parti- 
cularly high or wide, and some of 
them were trappy, requiring an obe- 
dient and clever horse.

The third time the course was 
built it was not completed until the 
evening of the first day, while the 
dressage test was being held in 
front of Badminton House, and it 
was found necessary to cut out some 
of the jumps, and shorten the total 
distance of the roads and tracks, 
steeplechase course and cross-coun- 
try to 15.59 miles, to be completed 
in 1 hour 26 mins. 25 secs. 

Thirty-eight competitors out of 
the 54 entered actually carried out 
the dressage test before the Swiss 
Judge, Capt. E. A. Sarasin, the Eng- 
lish Col. V. D. S. Williams and the 
Dutch Mr. Henry Wynmalen, who 
has lived over here for so many 
years. It is a simple enough test. 
which any good horse and rider 
should be able to accomplish without 
too much difficulty if the horse has 
been properly broken and schooled 
in the first place and the rider tau- 
ght seriously how to ride. 

So often time is too short, the 
horse is quickly broken and ‘“‘unedu- 
cated’’ until much later, when his 
education is superimposed, and the 
rider does not bother with anything 
more than “first principles’; Then 
again, it is all too easy to look 
upon dressage as the mechanical car- 
rying out of a few set movements 
without giving them any point ‘or 
significance, instead of a magnifi- 
cent and pleasurable physical train- 
ing for horse and rider. 

There was a big crowd present 
throughout the long day—time al- 
lowed for the test is 8 1-2 minutes 
and it must be performed from me- 
mory—as everyone realised that 


good dressage marks would make an

enormous difference to the final 
result. Among them I saw J. Brooks 
Parker, head of the National Federa- 
tion of America, who is attending the 
Olympic Committee at Vienna on 
May 3-10, and he was kind enough 
to admire our beautiful Cotswold 
country and to express interest in 
our efforts to find Hedsinki pro- 
bables among the enthusiasts who 
have so little time to give to the 
necessary preparation. Col. Podhaj- 
sky of the Spanish Riding School at 
Wels, Austria was also present. 

Outstanding performer at dres- 
sage was the Swiss Capt. A. Blaser’s 
Mahmud. To see this 12-year-old 
horse, probably under 16 hands in 
height, supple as an athlete with 
a lovely cadence and rhythm in his 
action, and correctly bent—-shall we 
say, almost snake-like?—in his cir- 
cles, was worth waiting for. I have 
seldom seen a more perfect change 
of leg, or a better serpentine with- 
out change of leg—all he did was 
unbelievably simple and easy, and I 
hear his performance was the best 
he has ever given. 

Mahmud makes a noise, for what

that is worth. In any case many 
people thought he would never get 
by on the second day’s endurance 
test, but he most certainly did, tho- 
ugh he was tiring a bit when I saw 
him at fence 28—the cross country 
comes at the end of the roads and 
tracks and the steeplechase course. 
To approach this obstacle the horses 
jump some very solid big tree trunks 
on the brow of a hill, down which 
they drop to a smail timber fence 
right on the edge of a running 
stream. They must jump over this 
into the stream, out again and on 
up another hill. 

As sO many animals expect to 
jump over, and not into water( this 
is 18 ft. overall) some trouble was 
anticipated here but actually most 
of them made little of it. Mahmud 
was 6th on the toal markings for 
the whole three days, losing some- 
— on the show jumping the third 
ay. 

Another Swiss horse, Capt. H. 
Swarzenbach’s Vae Victia won the 
Olympic Trials and a Scotch girl 
was 2nd, Miss Jane Drummond Hay

Memorial which is about 2 miles 
over brush. Jockey R. McDonald 
went out to establish the early pace 
on Rokeby Stables’ Sleep Song and 
was still handling his job well over 
the 3rd, which is the liverpool. Here 
ne was followed by F. A. Clark’s The 
Creek, Mrs. W. C. Wright’s Tiptime 
and R. K. Mellon’s *Irish Easter. At 
the 4th, Cyrus Manierre’s Brown 
Stockins was out as she lost Jockey 
J. Cotter. The field was approaching 
the 5th and something appeared to 
be the matter with sleep Song. It 
was impossible to determine whether 
he had broken down or what was 
wrong. As the field galloped by, 
Jockey McDonald had to go into the 
jump but he pulled up upon landing. 
It was later found that he had cut 
a flag after the 4th. 

Jockey T. Field and Rokeby Sta- 
bles’ Crooning Wing had now taken 
command of the situation and as 
Jockey A. P. Smithwick sent *Irish 
Easter well up behind him, Croon- 
ing Wind did not relinquish his lead. 
Back at the liverpool, the 9th, J. M. 
Mulford’s Son d’Esprit lost Jockey 
0. A. Brown as Crooning Wind open- 
ed up a gap of 4 lengths ahead of 
*Irish Easter, The Creek and Night 
Patrol. (It is interesting to note 
that Night Patrol’s dam, Night 
Heron, won this. steeplechase in 
1942). 

Over the 11th and last, it appear- 
ed as though Crooning Wind would 
enter the winner’s circle but both 
Crooning Wind and #*Irish Easter 
landed running, a 10-length gap 
separating them from the rest of the 
field. Jockey Smithwick was really 
trying to close ground and he was 
successful in doing so, bringing 
«Irish Easter in the winner ahead of 
Crooning Wind and The Creek. 

The Mary Mellon’ Steeplechase, 
with a $2,000 added purse, brought 
out 7 starters for the about 2 miles 
over brush. Almost from the drop of 
the flag (rather—elastic starting 
tape), the race settled down between 
Joseph Smerski’s Whatta Knight 
and Rokeby Stables’ Genancoke. 
Jockey T. Field appeared to be hav- 
ing a little trouble over the first 3 





jumps in keeping out of the way of 
Whatta Knight. The latter was not 
showing his usual brilliant form but 
was a little rough. Genancoke went 
to the top over the 4th and by the 
6th had opened up a 3-length gap 
ahead of Jockey R. Gough and 
Whatta Knight with Jockey A. P. 
Smithwick and Mrs. A. M. Scaife’s 
*Kospal 38rd. After the 8th the 
horses were really strung out but 
the first 3 were the same and the 
4th position was still held by F. A. 
Clark’s Lone Fisherman and Jockey 
E. Carter. Genancoke was on the in- 
side over the 10th and 11th and had 
a slight advantage over Whatta 
Knight but over the 11th, Lone Fish- 
erman had moved into 3rd position. 
Over the 11th and downhill, eyes 
were on Genancoke and Whatta 
Knight. Around the turn into the 
head of the stretch and Jockey E. 
Carter did what few riders have 
been able to accomplish at Middle- 
burg, he came through on the inside. 
The race was his with Lone Fisher- 
man and Genancoke placed ahead of 
Whatta Knight. 

The shadows were beginning to 
lengthen but there was still the flat 
race to be run. This too would be 
run in two divisions as out of the 
original 23 entries, 2 had been de- 
clared and 3 scratched. The mile is 
a short one as is evidenced by the 
time: 1.33 2-5 for the 1st division 
and 1.35 for the 2nd. Jockey E. 
Roberts was back in colors again as 
he went postward on H. A. Dunn’s 
Leche Hombre.

Strange that 
in the West Country, which is deep 
and holding that there are few bogs, 
but in this, the South Country, 
where the ground is lighter, one 
comes to some very serious moras- 
ses, green on top and no firm ground 
underneath into which a horse can 
sink to his belly. Horses were led 
home. Arrived first and fixed stall. 
Cleaned horse, which was covered 
with mud, tack, boots, etc. 


March 3—Fair, Warm. Duhallows 
with Captain Hornsby, M. F. H. met 
at Mallow Railway Bridge. Watched 
them go off as I had hunted Friday. 
Picked the wrong day to hunt as 
afterwards heard they had a great 
run. It is usually so bad a meet, few 
go out. 


March 4—Dry, cool—Went out 
with the Avondhu Hounds on a horse 
old Mr. James Barry kindly loaned 
me. We were in a great hurry to get 
there as there was a rumor that the 
Lisgould Harriers were meeting in 
the same country and would, if they 
could, draw the coverts before us. 
Tommy O’Brien had gtven people 
the word at early mass. The Sunday 
hefore they had done the same thing 
and Diana said that getting a little 
behind caught up with a completely 
strange Field and found herself 
hunting with the Lisgould Harriers 
—very weird experience. 

My horse was green and dropped 
straight down from his banks in a 
very alarming manner. Luckily in 
that part of the country there are 
no banks with ditches—so we pro- 
gressed without mishap, but I 
found myself wondering several 
times what he would do if he met a 
ditch on the far side. We met the 
Field of Lisgould Harriers on the 
road. they galloping in the opposite 
direction. The day was very busy 
with plenty of foxes and short runs. 
Once several got ahead of them on 
a road and pulled up to see the 
whole pack in full cry down a green 
field, not a soul with them. A very 
lovely sight they were against the 
sod, and lovely music. 

Some of us from Mallow stopped 
with Mr. Barry for high tea, a very 
hearty meal with plenty to drink 
and the true Irish wit cracking and 
snapping around us until we could 
not eat for laughing. His daughter 
Sheila Riordan and her husband 
Tom lived with him, both very good 
to hounds. Mr. Barry has sent some 
very fine horses to America, among 
them a grey mare to go to Eleanora 
Sears of Boston, the mare, I promis- 
ed to trace for him.

In all classes except the corin- 
thian, trophies were sterling goblets 
with the hunt button for lst and 
2nd.

Sunday, the 18th of March, dawn- 
ed fine and dry, the day of the 
Limerick Hunter Trials. The trials 
were due to start at 1 p. m. at Bally- 
noe, Mungret, on the land of H. E. 
Shaw, Esquire, over natural country; 
the horses to be hunters owned by 
subscribers or farmers belonging to 
any recognized hunt in Hire. 

The course was between a mile 
and 1 1-2 miles, the going fairly 
firm at first but becoming deeper as 
the number of horses and showers 
progressed. There were 13 jumps, 
a hedge, a ditch, the same ditch far- 
ther down, a plowed field, a stone 
wall, a post and rail barway, a run- 
up bank, a bank with a drop on the 
far side, a stone wall into a road 
(onto which the horse could change 
on top), a single bank out of the 
road, (tall narrow bank, no ditches) 
over the ditch again and the stone 
wall, and bars, turning right-handed 
to jump the final stone wall and gal- 
lop home between flags. 

The horses were to be ridden as 
if in a hunt and could trot, canter, 
or gallop at jumps and across coun- 
try, but never walk; performance of 
horse and rider to be considered, 
but no conformation—of either.

of Perth, with an 8-year-old bay 
horse, Happy Knight. 

Vae Victia was an excellent exam- 
ple of the fact that a good all-round 
animal, not particularly brilliant in 
any one section and a _ discipined 
rider—for preference horse and 
rider should know each other well— 
are the necessary ingredients for 
success in Olympic Trials. 

Sound if not, brilliant dressage 
training is an absolute essential, 
both because of the marks to be lost 
or gained and because dressage is 
a form of physical training much 
more likely to bring results than ex- 
cessive jumping and galloping. Be- 
sides this, it produces a fit, obed- 
ient horse which will cope with dif- 
ficulties much more easily, and who 
will save himself an immense waste 
of energy. 

Miss Jane Drummond Hay is 20 
years old and is an associate mem- 
ber of the Pony Club—the year be- 
fore last she was a fine winner at 
the Newmarket Inter-Club Pony 
Club Contests, which aim at pro- 
ducing the all-round type of rider, 
who can carry out a simple dressage 
test and jump fences correctly. 

Both Happy Knight and Jane were 
going marvellously when I saw them 
at fence 28, described earlier on. 
They picked up 18 bonus points on 
time on the steeplechase course and 
30 across country, losing 20 for one 
refusal. He went on to jump a clean 
round in the show ring on the third 
day. 

Holland came in for 38rd_ place 
with a very nice 77-year-old mare 
Nernant Soula, ridden by Mr. L. H. 
M. Van Loon. This mare produced a 
fair dressage display and did very 
well across country, gaining bonus 
and no minus points. She seemed 
to be tiring when she approached 
my fence but Mr. Van Loon is a 
very nice horseman who did not 
hustle her, and they went over it 
well—she jumped a good round the 
following day. 

In my article last year I mention- 
ed Mr. J. R. Hindley and his point- 
to-point horse Stealaway, and they 
were going wonderfully for this year 
until they met with bad luck. These 
two had the best points for England 
in the dressage, and Stealaway took 
the endurance test in his stride—too 
literally so, as he jumped far too 
big at the famous eoffin jump, which 
had been altered since last year, and 
had a nasty fall, which did not do 
him any good. He went on and 
completed the course very well, past 
the vets. and came into jump the 
following day, but was not at this 
best 

It was a pleasure to see some fine 
Irish horses taking part, particular- 
ly Mr. H. Freeman-Jackson’s 9-year- 
old Cuchulain (by Goldwell), an ex- 
ceptionally nice-moving,- good type 
of horse. Alas, he lost heavily in the 
dressage, went across country in 
grand style, though he lost points 
here and was not able for the twisty 
jumping course in the ring the third 
day. This was I think, due to the 
fact that he cut his knee by sheer 
mischance early in the cross-coun- 
try and probably could not flex it 
as easily as could be wished—it was 
not a serious injury, just a big flap 
of skin—and he is better used to

gelding had hardly worked up a good 
sweat as he was running and jump- 
ing with little effort and had been 
kept well out of the way of trou- 
ble. He cleared the 11th but as he 
was coming down, Bomber started 
to roll on the ground and Pine Pep 
fell over his hind legs. 

A loud groan rose from the crowd 
as Pine Pep went down and several 
thousand sighs were released when 
he quickly got to his feet and Mike 
got up. While this was happening 
Mr. Weymouth had gone out to es- 
tablish the pace on the personable, 
lop-eared mare, Carolina. Owned by 
Henry Cadwalader when she went 
postward in The Maryland Hunt Cup 
in 1948, Carolina won, only to be 
disqualified for getting off the 
course. She went postward 3 times 
in 1949 and was then relegated to 
the broodmare ranks. She dropped 
a foal by *Hilltown last year. 

The rebuilt 13th loomed ahead 
and if ever there was a big, straight 
up and down jump, this is it. Mr. 
Weymouth and Carolina were really 
rolling as they came toward it and 
the mare put in a big one. In behind 
her was Free State and he stood 
back, jumped big and was over safe- 
ly. Friar’s Melody, Our Hobo, Jes- 
ter’s Moon and Roxspur made good 
jumps over the 55 1-2’’ obstacle and 
this left only the trailing Pantecon. 
Mr. O’Donovan headed his mount in- 
to the jump but his way was blocked 
by a patrol judge who apparently 
didn’t hear the warning yells from 
the spectators. With only one panel 
clear to jump, Pantecon'§ refused, 
wheeled and Mr. O'Donovan went 
flying through the ar and fell into 
the panel of the 3rd jump. He had 
missed the original confusion at the 
3rd but was now in the midst of it. 

Carolina was showing plenty of 
her former speed and at the 15th 
she was leading Free State by 3 
lengths, he in turn was about 1-2- 
length ahead of Friar’s Melody, 
while a 4-length gap separated Jes- 
ter’s Moon from Friar’s Melody. 
Over the big 16th by the woods 
the field retained this same order 
but Mr. Small began to make his 
bid to take the lead with Free State. 
Carolina and Free State went tin- 
canning toward the 17th and went 
as a pair and upon landing, once 
again Free State took over the 
pace setting. Free State, carrying 
his 15 years lightly, still had a lot 
of run in him and led over the 18th 
by 3 lengths. Mr. Hannum who had 
stayed off the pace with Our Hobo 
began to cover ground between the 
17th and 18th and was in 2nd posi- 
tion over the latter jump, heading 
Jester’s Moon, Friar’s Melody, Rox-

Whether one approaches the class- 
ic timber course in Worthington 
Valley, Md. from the Pennsylvania, 
Virginia, etc. side, the scene is some- 
thing which causes the fastest driv- 
ers to slow down, take a _ look, 
drive on and look again.

Bryan Field, who has handled the 
mike in over a dozen derbies, the 
most famous being the 1933 race 
when racing’s bad boy Jockey Don 
Meade on Broker’s Tip and Herb 
Fisher, on Head Play, staged their 
whip-slashing. and saddle_ grab- 
bing duel, which made history, has 
a precision timed schedule for Ken- 
tucky Derby day on May 5. 

Immediatély after the race is run, 
he will leave the track with the film 
of the event, and head for the Louis- 
ville airport with a _ police escort. 
There he will board a special plane 
for a non-stop flight to Dayton, 
Ohio, which was selected as the 
transmission point from which the 
derby film will be televised. The 
plane will be equipped with a high 
speed developing unit, so that by 
the time it arrives in Columbus, 
Ohio, the film will be ready for pro- 
jection over C. B. S. TV Network 
from 9:45 to 10 P. M. Eastern time.

HORSEMEN’S BOOKS

LICENSE RESTORED 

Steeplechase Jockey William 
Owen, who was set down following 
a fixed race on June 30, 1945 at 
Pimlico, when he was astride the 
winner Mamie’s Lad, had his license 
restored on April 26. 

George B. Cavanaugh represented 
Jockey Owen in the reinstatement 
proceedings before the Maryland 
Racing Commission. The restoration 
of his license makes him elegible to 
accept mounts immediately. Jockey 
Owen, who now weights 132 pounds, 
will reduce in an effort to ride on 
the flat and intends to report to 
trainer Ralph Fleming in Ohio.
